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Two Benefits Unique to Presidential Primaries

1. Candidates commonly withdraw.  RCV allows the voter’s next choice 
to still count.

2. Delegates in Vermont are proportional, after a threshold 
(determined by the party). If your candidate doesn’t meet the 
threshold:

a) Less popular candidates will be eliminated, and your candidate might meet 
the threshold if they receive second-choice votes 

• OR

b) If your candidate is eliminated, your vote can still go to another candidate 
you like
